president's  first  annual  report 
To  The  Members  of  the  Mari- 
etta Community  House  : 

In  our  first  annual  report,  I shall 
deal  more  with  a general  outline  of 
the  starting  of  our  Community 
House,  rather  than  its  activities, 
for  I have  asked  our  faithful  secre- 
tary, Mrs.  Sidney,  to  read  a report 
of  the  activities  and  work  done  at 
the  House. 

It  might  be  well  to  refresh  our 
memories  of  a few  dates,  so  that 
same  can  be  recorded  all  together. 
You  all  recall  the  evening  of  the 
13th  of  February,  1919,  in  Acri’s 
Theatre,  when  it  was  unanimously 
decided  to  have  a Community 
House,  and  not  only  a Community 
House,  but  Auditorium,  Gymna- 
sium, and  Swimming  Pool  as  well. 
It  was  decided  that  we  would  have 
to  cut  out  the  Swimming  Pool,  and 
substitute  Showers,  not  only  be- 
cause it  was  beyond  us  financially, 
but  because  it  would  be  impracti- 
cable in  connection  with  our  other 
plans  of  the  Building. 

One  week  later,  February  20, 
1919,  $20,000  was  raised  toward 
the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  $25,- 
000  and  the  Gymnasium  Fund,  but 
that  is  the  way  Marietta  moves, 
and  did  through  all  her  War 
Drives. 

Tonight  when  you  hear  the 
Treasurer’s  Report,  you  will  learn 
that  the  Endowment  Fund  of 
$25,000  has  all  been  paid  in,  and  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  Lancaster  Trust 
Company,  who  is  Trustee  of  this 
fund,  and  is  invested  in  Liberty 
Bonds,  the  best  security  in  the 
world  today.  You  will  also  learn 
from  the  Treasurers  report  that 
$12,000  is  pledged  and  partly  paid 
in,  towards  the  Gymnasium.  All 
this  in  less  than  two  years  time. 


November  17,  1919,  By-laws 

were  adopted  and  fifteen  directors 
elected.  December  30,  1919,  the 
House  was  dedicated  and  formally 
opened.  Our  Secretary,  Mrs.  Sid- 
ney, taking  charge,  January  4, 
1920,  when  activities  really  com- 
menced. 

A terribly  hot  day  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  15th  of  August,  1920, 
Dr.  E.  L Cornman  and  John  Mc- 
Elroy,  removed  the  first  sod,  where 
the  Gymnas'um  now  stands.  This 
was  the  beginning  of  the  excava- 
tion of  the  Cellar  of  our  new  build- 
ing. The  speaker  shall  never 
forget  being  with  Dr.  Cornman 
and  knowing  that  removing  sod 
was  not  an  easy  task)  made  ar- 
rangements to  give  the  balance  of 
the  sod  to  people  who  agreed  to 
take  it  off  the  lawn  for  the  sod,  and 
reported  to  our  fellow  director, 
Charles  Seaman,  what  a good  bar- 
gain we  had  made.  Whereupon, 
Charlie  told  us  what  a mistake  we 
had  made,  that  he  not  only  had 
sold  a lot  of  sod  for  “good  money” 
but  could  sell  all  we  had.  Well, 
this  sod  that  the  Doctor,  had  gotten 
out  on  hot  nights,  was  never  re- 
moved. and  the  speaker  used  it  last 
week  for  filling  around  the  build- 
ing. So  far  as  I am  concerned, 
and  am  sure  the  Doctor  will  agree, 
Charlie  can  have  all  the  sod,  for 
the  price  of  taking  up  the  same. 

You  all  remember  that  in  three 
weeks  time,  the  excavation  was 
finished,  mostly  by  volunteer  ser- 
vice by  the  girls,  boys  and  men  of 
town,  working  under  electric  light 
at  night,  and  the  contractors 
started  the  building,  so  that  now 
we  hope  to  occupy  the  same  before 
February  1,  1921. 

November  12,  1920,  the  corner 
stone  was  laid,  in  other  words  in  a 
little  over  three  months  time  from 


the  corner  stone  laying,  we  will 
have  one  of  the  finest  buildings  in 
the  county  for  our  use. 

There  is  no  question  of  the  suc- 
cess of  our  Community  House,  the 
first  in  the  County  and  State,  and 
probably,  as  Lieutenant  Governor 
Beidleman  has  said  in  the  Country, 
surely  there  is  no  better.  All  this 
is  due  to  your  interest,  cooperation 
and  liberality. 

But  to  make  it  a future  success, 
will  require  the  same  interest  you 
have  shown  in  the  past.  It  will  be 
necessary  for  all  of  us  to  pay  our 
unpaid  subsc  iptions  as  soon  as 
possible  to  meet  our  obligations, 
and  to  make  new  and  larger  ones 
for  the  running  expenses. 

The  Gymnasium  end  of  it  should 
be  more  than  self  supporting,  if 
properly  managed,  and  every  one 
should  and  will  understand  this,  I 
am  sure,  for  as  we  all  know,  the 
house  is  free  to  all,  but  until  the 
Gymnasium  is  fully  equipped  and 
free  from  debt,  it  will  have  to  be 
run  on  business  principles. 

Our  Secretary  will  now  give  you 
a report  of  the  activities  of  the 
House.

REPORT  OF  ACTIVITIES  FOR  1920 

Walter  Besant,  in  his  “All  Sorts  arid 
Conditions  of  Men’’  described  a sort  of 
ideal  Community  House,  or  Peoples' 
Palace,  as  he  called  it.  hut  what  we 
mean  bv  Community  House  now,  a 
central  building  to  he  used  by  the 
whole  community,  irrespective  of  age, 
class  or  sect,  as  a recreational  centre, 
is  a very  new  idea,  largely  the  out- 
growth of  the  war,  during  which  all 
sorts  of  conditions  of  men  and  women 
got  together  to  work  as  never  before. 
So  when  the  horror  was  over,  it  was 
natural  t h tt.  playing  together,  as  they 
had  been  working  together,  should 
make  a strong  appeal. 

But  the  needs  of  each  communiU 
are  different,  and  al?o  change  from 
year  to  year,  so  the  program  of  ae- 
tivu  ies  can  never  he  a cut  and  diieO 
affnr  It  will  naturally  work  ou. 


differently  in  different  places,  and  must 
ihove  all,  be  elastic  and  adaptable. 

The  Board  of  Directors  appointed  a 
very  comprehensive  number  of  com- 
mittees to  work  with  the  secretary  to 
formulate  and  carry  out  such  a pro- 
gram . 

Some,  such  as  the  Finance,  the 
Property  and  Grounds,  the  House,  and 
the  electrical  committee  have  only  to 
do  with  the  care  of  the  House;  but  the 
various  children’s  committees,  those 
concerning  the  pool  rooms,  -and  the 
Library  and  Music  committees  assist 
iu  planning  for  and  carrying  out  the 
House  activities. 

The  American  Legion  should  have 
first  place  as  a House  Activity,  as  this 
Community  House  is  a memorial  to- 
ihe  hoys  who  went  into  the  various 
services  during  the  war,  and  was  given- 
to  them  as  well  as  to  the  town  of 
Marietta. 

The  Marietta  post  of  the  Legion 
chose  the  fourth  Thursday  evening  in 
each  month  as  their  meeting  night, 
and  ihe  directors  gave  them  the  entire 
use  of  the  first  floor  for  that  time. 
Since  then  they  have  asked  for  the 
second  Thursday  as  well  which  was 
gladly  granted.  The  earlier  meetings 
were  well  attended,  and  little  feeds 
were  served  afi er  the  business  of  ihe 
evening  had  been  disposed  of.  The 
most  popular  of  these  evenings  was 
that  devoted  to  doing  honor  to  Chief 
Burgess  Zink,  as  a testimonial  to  Ins- 
service  to  the  bovs  during  the  war. 

The  first  problem  was  to  regulate  the 
work  and  time  to  be  appropriated  to 
the  children  For  the  House  proved  a 
great  attraction  and  it  looked  fora  few 
nights  as  though  the  younger  genera- 
tion had  taken  complete  possession.  It 
was  eventually  decided  that  children 
under  fourteen,  uniess  accompanied  by 
parents  or  guardians,  should  he  allowed* 
in  only  on  Friday  evenings  and  Sa  n r— 
dav  afternoons,  hut  that  at,  such  limes,, 
special  amusements  should  he  pro- 
vided. There  were  three  committees 
appointed  to  look  after  this  work,. 
Childrens’,  Girls’ and  Boys’  Activities,, 
hut  Ihe  brunt  of  it,  has  fallen  on  the 
first  named,  under  the  able  chairman- 
ship of  Mrs  Eihelbert  Miller  Except 


during  the  very  hot  months,  the 
average  number  of  children  on  Friday 
nights  is  easily  in  the  neighborhood  of 
one  hundred  Lately  it  has  been  more 
than  that,  and  procuring  volunteers  to 
amuse  and  keep  in  some  kind  of  order 
such  a crowd  of  children  of  all  ages 
has  been  no  easy  job.  The  eagerness 
with  which  many  of  the  girls  and  boys 
worked  over  the  dolls  and  scrap  books, 
that  were  made  before  Christmas  for 
the  Lancaster  Children’s  Home,  has 
led  the  committee  to  believe  that  thev 
would  enjoy  something  besides  play, 
and  a class  in  carpentry  work,  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  Frank  Derr,  will 
shortly  start  for  the  boys,  and  with  the 
help  of  Mrs.  Elmer  Paules,  Miss  Reba 
Haldeman,  Mrs.  Frank  Hiestand,  Mrs 
Barr  Spangler  and  Mrs  Floyd  Schock, 
a sewing  and  mending  class  for  the 
girls 

Saturday  afternoon  has  been  princi- 
pally devoted  to  story  telling,  though 
that  was  abandoned  for  Christmas 
work  during  December,  and  for  the 
coming  six  weeks.  Mrs.  Ethelbert 
Miller  will  herself  conduct  a class  in 
juvenile  Community  Service  and 
Christian  citizenship. 

The  special  entertainments  for  the 
children  have  been  the  May  Day  Party 
last  spring,  a special  children’s  party 
in  June,  and  the  plav  and  Christmas 
tree  on  Christmas  Eve.  the  latter  given 
by  the  Girls’  Club  to  the  children. 

A collection  was  taken  at  the  May 
Day  party  which  netted  about  twelve 
dollars  for  the  childrens’  work.  Out 
of  this  music  books  of  various  kinds 
were  bought,  a little  was  used  for  the 
boys’  basket  rv  cla^s  that  was  at  tempt  ed 
this  Fall,  and  the  balance  was  used  to 
purchase  the  dolls  that  were  dressed 
and  the  materials  for  the  scrap-books 
that  were  made  for  the  Laneastei 
Children’s  Home  by  the  children  at 
Christmas.  Nineteen  dolls  were 
dressed  by  the  older  girls,  and  twenty- 
four  scrap-books  made  bv  the  youngei 
children  during  December  on  Friday 
evenings  and  Saturday  afjernoons. 
Mr.  Elmer  Paules  took  twenty  of  the 
children  to  t he  Home  the  day  befon 
Christmas  and  they  presented  He 
things  themselves. 


The  Committee  and  the  secretary 
would  like  to  personally  thank  all  who 
have  helped  with  this  work  during  the 
year,  and  who  are  promising  their  aid 
for  the  year  to  come,  although  they 
know  by  experience  how  ranch  time, 
and  how  much  nerve  power  it  takes. 
It  is  impossible  to  mention  everyone, 
for  the  help  has  been  most  kind  and 
general,  but  Miss  Margaret  Hippie, 
Mrs  Victor  Roberts,  the  Misses 
Stauffer,  Mrs.  Frank  Derr,  not  for- 
getting Mrs  Henry  Hiestand.  have 
been  very  special  helps  on  Saturday 
afternoon;  while  the  Westminster 
Guild.  Mrs.  J.  P.  Mueller,  Mrs.  Lewis 
Bevan,  Miss  Mae  Martin.  Mrs.  Luther 
Roath,  Miss  Mae  Engle,  Miss  Helen 
Smith,  and  many  members  of  the 
Girl’s  Club  have  been  among  the  many 
who  have  help*  d on  Friday  evenings. 
Mis.  Elmer  Paules  Miss  Reba  Halde- 
man and  Mrs  T.  E.  Ingram,  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Bevan  and  Ruth  Brandt  took 
charge  of  the  Christmas  work.  The 
Christmas  tree  was  in  the  capable 
hands  of  Miss  Mary  Portner,  who  re- 
ceived valuable  assistance  from  Miss 
Helen  Smith.  Miss  Jennie  Erisman, 
Misses  Myrtle  and  Mary  Truitt,  Mrs. 
Rov  Kunkle,  Miss  Anna  Rich  and 
manv  other  members  of  the  club.  Mrs. 
Ethelbert  Miller  herself  has  been  ever 
present  and  e\ er  helpful. 

The  Womens’  and  Girls’  Community 
Club  had  organized  before  the  House 
opened,  lint  it  is  surely  a real  House 
Activity.  They  have  met  every  Tues- 
day evening  during  the  year,  holding 
classes  and  committee  meetings  on 
other  evenings.  It  has  been  said  that 
the  gills  get  the*  most  out  of  the  Com- 
munity House,  ,but  let  it  lie  added  that 
they  put  the  most  into  it.  Thev  have 
never  been  called  on,  either  as  a club 
or  individuals,  that  they  have  not 
responded  at  once  and  gladly.  Be- 
tween March  and  July  they  raised  over 
live  hundred  dollars  for  the  Gymna- 
sium fund,  with  a card  party,  a food 
sale,  an  entertainment  at  the  theatre, 
Hilda  fancy-work  sale.  Under  their 
popular  president.  Miss  Anna  Rich, 
'hey  are  planning  a 1921  campaign, 
starting  w i i h a card  party  on  February 
I i and  n spelling-bee  and  stunt  parly 
l -ii  Washington’s  birthday. 


The  Boy  Scouts  were  organized  also, 
loot;  before  the  House  opened,  but  they 
at  once  made  it  their  home.  As  in- 
dividuals, thev  have*  been  splendid  and 
ot  great,  assistance  in  carrying  on  the 
work  of  the  House.  The  Girls’  Club 
is  especially  grateful  to  them.  But  as 
an  organization  (hey  have  not  pros 
pered  as  they  should  after  t he  splen- 
did start  thev  got.  Let  ns  hope  that 
1921  will  see  a revival  of  interest  in 
this  movement. 

The  Girl  Scouts  too.  made  a good 
beginning  under  t he  captaincy  of  Miss 
Beatrice  Evans.  Miss  Adaluide  Stauf- 
fer took  up  the  work  and  it  went 
humminglv  during  the  summer.  There 
are  now  twenty  one  girls  ready  to 
register  as  tenderfoot  scouts,  hut  thev 
have  not  organ  ze  1 t heir  patrols,  or 
elected  their  vanous  olticeis.  so  things 
are  rather  at  a standstill  The  work 
on  tire  dolls  at  ('hristm^s  entitled 
them  to  one  step  on  the  road  to  becom- 
ing second  class  scouts.  Let  us  hope 
thev  will  soon  gel  together  and  go 
through  the  neeessaiv  formalities  for 
registration  at  lie idq nart ers. 

Miss  Evans  and  Miss  Steele  he.d  a 
very  popular  dancing  class  for  the 
girls  and  hoys  of  scout  age  last  winter. 

The  branch  of  the  Emergency  Aid 
that  worked  in  Marietta  and  its  vici- 
nity held  its  meetings  at  the  Com 
munitv  House  during  the  winter  and 
spring  of  1920  In  the  spring  a 
luncheon  was  given  to  all  thp  Lancas- 
ter, County  branches.  Over  one 
hundred  and  thirty  people  were  served 
and  Mrs.  John  I)  Nanman  presided 
over  a verv  enjoyable  meeting  after- 
ward. Mrs.  Henrv  S.  Hiestand  was 
president  of  t he  Marietta  and  Maylown 
branch.  The  luncheon  committee  was 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  T.  E 
Ingram  with  Mrs.  Frank  Hiestand 
and  Mrs.  James  Duffy  assisting.  Miss 
Sue  Spangler  and  Miss  Grace  Brandi 
also  gave  valuable  aid.  and  members 
of  the  Girls’  Club  did  the  serving. 

The  Libraiv  was  opened  about  the 
middle  of  May.  Mr.  Robert  Bliss  of 
the  Library  Extension  Division  of  the 
-late  Library  at  H-rnshuig  was  con 
suited  as  to  '.be  best  wav  of  in  iking  a 
beginning  He  promised  help  il 
enough  local  interest  was  shown  The 


Directors  of  the  Community  House 
promised  $100  a year,  and  donations  of 
books  were  solicited.  Mr  Bliss  then 
advised  that  we  become  a branch  of 
the  Lancaster  Public  Library,  which 
was  anxious  to  start  a campaign  for 
countv  libraries.  Miss  Helen  Ethel 
Myers,  the  librarian  at  Lancaster 
welcomed  the  opportunity.  We  run 
under  her  supervision,  and  observe  the 
rules  of  all  public  libraries.  We  have 
at  present  781  volumes  absolutely  our 
own.  The  larger  part  were  given  by 
the  citizens  of  Marietta,  buc  the  A.  L 
A.  sent  us  75  volumes  and  Lancaster 
Library  about  fifty.  Ths  State  Libraty 
Extension  Division  lends  us  a hundred 
books,  changing  fifty  every  three 
months,  and  Lancaster  lends  us  about 
.two  hundred  and  fifty  changing  from 
time  to  time,  as  we  request.  Also  both 
Lancaster  and  Harrisburg  send  any 
books  that  are  specially  asked  for. 
They  urge  that  teachers  especially  shall 
make  use  of  this  privilege  Our  own 
hooks  have  been  most  carefully  cata- 
logued under  the  supervision  and 
largely  by  Miss  Mvers  herself.  The 
works  on  the  reference  books  has  been 
particularly  thorough  Mr  H.  Burd 
Cassel  donated  quite  a collection  of 
books  of  this  nature,  and  it  would  pay 
people  to  look  through  the  catalogue 
cards,  and  see  how  eastly  information 
can  tie  obtained 

Bv  Miss  Myers  advice,  we  have 
started  a verv  small  collection  of 
charge  hooks.  That  is,  we  have 
bought  a few  copies  of  the  latest  fic- 
tion and  we  charge  two  cents  a dav 
for  each  codv  till  the  hook  is  paid  Iof. 
Then  that  one  is  put  on  the  shelves  as 
a free  hook,  and  another  is  bought 
wiih  the  monev.  This  will  enable  us 
to  renew  our  fiction  in  this  wav,  keep- 
ing the  money  that  is  given  us  for 
more  serious  and  permanent  books. 

Subscriptions  have  I een  taken  out 
in  t he  name  of  t he  Gommoniiv  House 
for  the  Geographic  Mag  Z’ ue.  the 
Ladies  Home  Journal,  ihe  Literary 
Digest,  the  Saturday  Evening  Post, 
lie  Sund-.iv  edi’ ions  of  the  New  Ymk 
World  and  ihe  Philadelphia  Ledger. 
rhedail\  editions  of  the  Philadelphia 
Ledger,  t lie  Lancaster  Intelligencer 


and  the  Lancaster  New  Era.  Also  the 
Marietta  Times  is  taken.  The  \meri- 
can  City,  the  Atlantic  Monthly  and 
Harpers  Magazine  are  presented  to  the 
Community  Hou$e,  monthly,  also  the 
Magazine  of  the  "Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution  and  the  Na- 
tional Humaine  Review. 

So  far,  we  have  had  $63  97  from  the 
Community  House.  We  have  taken  in 
pay  books  and  fines,  $24.72  and  had 
one  donation  of  $4  50.  We  must  not 
forget,  however,  that  much  of  the 
$24  72  was  really  donated,  as  it  has 
been  the  rule  rather  than  theexoeption 
that  people  have  given  more  than  they 
owed  to  help  the  Library  along.  Our 
expenses  have  been,  equipment,  $38.58, 
books  $40  64,  binding  $3  64,  express  for 
the  Harrisburg  books  $3.00,  and  we 
have  now  in  hand  $7  33. 

The  registry  book  shows  250  readers 
and  we  are  giving  out  over  four  hund- 
red books  a month.  The  children, 
particularly  the  boys  use  the  library  a 
great  deal. 

Our  latest  activity,  but  one  of  the 
most  satisfactory  is  the  Baby  Health 
Centre.  It  was  opened  the  last  Wed- 
nesday in  July.  The  Red  Cross  sends 
us  a nurse  every  Wednesday  afternoon 
who  stays  from  two  till  four.  Mrs. 
Henry  Hiestand  presented  the  centre 
with  the  very  latest  thing  in  weighing 
machines,  registering  up  to  fifty 
pounds.  The  babies  are  weighed  even 
week  and  a record  of  their  weight 
kept.  The  nurse  also  advises  about 
minor  ailments,  of  course  insisting  on 
a doctor’s  advice  if  it  is  necessary.  The 
mothers,  naturally  tied  a great  deal  at 
home  by  the  care  of  their  little  ones 
enjoy  the  social  side  of  the  afternoon, 
and  Community  House  is  one  of  the 
first  combination  of  words  the  lit-tle 
tots  learn  to  say.  The  youngest  baby 
as  yet  brought  in  was  two  weeks  old 
and  we  are  still  weighing  some  of 
three  and  four,  although  two  years  is 
about  the  average  of  the  older  ones. 
Dr.  Howard  Witmer  of  Lancaster  has 
taken  a special  pride  in  our  baby 
centre.  He  calls  it  really  constructive 
work.  He  consented  to  be  judge  of 
the  baby  show  that  was  held  earlv  in 
November,  when  Mrs.  Hiestand  of- 
fered four  piizes,  two  for  the  finest 


babies,  and  two  for  the  babies  who  had 
improved  most  since  being  registered 
with  us 

There  was  a Christmas  tree  for  ihe 
babies  on  the  Wednesday  before 
Christmas,  when  a useful  gift,  a toy 
and  an  orange  were  given  to  each 
baby,  and  a little  book  in  which  each 
babies  history  c uld  be  recorded  to 
each  mother 

•Sixty-four  babies  have  been  regis- 
tered during  the  five  months  that  the 
nurse  has  been  in  attendance.  The 
average  number  of  babies  each  Wed- 
nesday is  about  twenty-six  There 
were  t wenty-nine  entries  for  the  baby 
show  and  forty-five  presents  were 
given  at  Christmas,  though  owing  to 
a stormy  day  only  thirty  babies  were 
act  ually  present. 

Much  of  the  success  has  been  due  to 
the  popularity  of  the  nurses,  first 
Nurse  Walsh,  and  later  Norse  Hauck 
of  Columbia.  Mrs  Ethelbert  Miller, 
Mrs  Henry  Hiestand  and  Mrs  Lewis 
Bevan  have  taken  this  activity  under 
their  special  care 

It  would  it  be  a very  inadequate 
report  of  the  work  done  for  the  Com 
munitv  House  that  did  not  mention 
the  Community  Christmas  Tree  For 
two  years  now  the  Marietta  Commu- 
nity Christ  mas  Tree  has  been  famous 
through  the  county.  The  committee 
of  decoration  with  Mr.  Samuel  Frey 
as  chairman,  deserves  the  warmest 
thanks  of  the  Directors  of  the  Com- 
munity House  and  the  citizens  of 
Marietta. 

The  pool  rooms  have  been  left  to  the 
last.  There  were  two  committees 
formed  to  look  after  this  branch  of  the 
work,  one  of  older,  and  one  of  younger 
men,  but  except  that  while  Mr.  Gerald 
Hiestand  was  able  to  interest  himself 
he  was  very  active  in  getting  up 
tournaments  and  promoting  good 
feeling,  there  has  not  been  very  much 
supei  vision  of  the  rooms,  and  there 
has  been  more  destruction  of  property 
there  than  in  anv  other  part  of  the 
house 

Until  lately  when,  owing  to  the 
tremendous  waste  of  chalk,  there  has 
been  a small  charge  for  that  commodity 
the  pool  rooms,  splendidly  equipped 
have  been  absolutely  free,  except  tlfat 


there  have  been  two  little  boxes  on 
the  wall  where  players  could  deposit 
small  sums  to  help,  in  some  measure, 
to  repair  damage  to  equipment 
During  the  year,  the  munificent  sum 
of  SI  1.87  has  been  collected  from  these 
boxes,  although  the  rooms  have  been 
crowded  during  the  afternoon  and 
evening,  for  the  cooler  months  of  the 
year.  The  lables,  brand  new,  and  the 
\ very  best  obtainable,  have  in  one  jear 
been  so  mistreated  that  they  are  not 
now  fit  for  good  players  to  use.  The 
cloth  has  been  cut,  cues  have  been 
broken,  holes  punched  in  the  walls  of 
the  rooms,  and  not  one  player  has 
been  manly  enough  to  confess  that  he 
has  been  responsible  for  any  of  the 
damage,  or  to  offer  to  make  good. 

The  boys  from  fourteen  to  sixteen 
have  been  allowed  to  play  if  they 
brought  permits  from  their  parents, 
piomising  to  make  good  anv  damage 
done.  We  presume  the  parents  are  in 
the  same  ignorance  as  the  Directors, 
as  certainly  no  reparation  has  as  yet 
been  forthcoming. 

It  is  rather  difficult  to  compute  the 
average  of  men  and  bovs  usiqg  the 
rooms.  About  one  hundred  come  and 
go  during  all  but  the  very  warmest 
months  There  are  usually  about 
twenty  in  the  rooms  every  afternoon 
and  evening. 

As  the  girls  also  expressed  a desire 
to  use  the  rooms  the  Directors  ar- 
ranged that  Tuesdays  the  pool  rooms 
should  be  kept  for  them.  The  men 
and  boys  cannot  play  on  that  day. 

No  member  of  the  Community  has 
done  more  for  its  House  that  Mr.  John 
Me  Elroy  He  has  given  time,  hard 
work  and  interest  so  freely,  that  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  imagine  running 
the  Community  House  without  him. 
He  is  always  on  hand  when  needed, 
always  willing,  always  good  nat  tired. 
A grnat  part  of  the  success  of  the  work 
is  owing  to  him 

The  Secretary  begs  to  thank  the 
President,  Directors,  chairmen  of 
committees  and  the  citizens  of  Mari 
ett  for  the  help  and  encouragement  she 
has  received  in  her  work  here,  and 
hopes  that.  1921  will  be  productive  of 
even  better  results.

president’s  first  annual  report 
To  The  Members,  of  the  Mari- 
etta Community  House  : 

In  our  first  annual  report,  I shall 
deal  more  with  a general  outline  of 
the  starting  of  our  Community 
House,  rather  than  its  activities, 
for  I have  asked  our  faithful  secre- 
tary, Mrs.  Sidney,  to  read  a report 
of  the  activities  and  work  done  at 
_ihe  House. 

It  might  be  well  to  refresh  our 
memories  of  a few  dates,  so  that 
same  can  be  recorded  all  together. 
You  all  recall  the  evening  of  the 
13th  of  February,  1919,  in  Acri’s 
Theatre,  when  it  was  unanimously 
decided  to  have  a Community 
House,  and  not  only  a Community 
House,  but  Auditorium,  Gymna- 
sium, and  Swimming  Pool  as  well. 
It  was  decided  that  we  would  have 
to  cut  out  the  Swimming  Pool,  and 
substitute  Showers,  not  only  be- 
cause it  was  beyond  us  financially, 
but  because  it  would  be  impracti- 
cable in  connection  with  our  other 
plans  of  the  Building. 

One  week  later,  February  20, 
1919,  $20,000  was  raised  toward 
the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  $25,- 
000  and  the  Gymnasium  Fund,  but 
that  is  the  way  Marietta  moves, 
and  did  through  all  her  War 
Drives. 

Tonight  when  you  hear  the 
Treasurer’s  Report,  you  will  learn 
that  the  Endowment  Fund  of 
$25,000  has  all  been  paid  in,  and  is 
\in  the  hands  of  the  Lancaster  Trust 
Company,  who  is  Trustee  of  this 
fund,  and  is  invested  in  Liberty 
Bonds,  the  best  security  in  the 
world  today.  You  will  also  learn 
from  the  Treasurers  report  that 
$12,000  is  pledged  and  partly  paid 
in,  towards  the  Gymnasium.  All 
this  in  less  than  two  years  time. 


November  17,  1919,  By-laws 

were  adopted  and  fifteen  directors 
elected.  December  30,  1919,  the 
House  was  dedicated  and  formally 
opened.  Our  Secretary,  Mrs.  Sid- 
ney, taking  charge,  January  4, 
1920,  when  activities  really  com- 
menced. 

A terribly  hot  day  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  15th  of  August,  1920, 
Dr.  E.  L Cornman  and  John  Mc- 
Elroy,  removed  the  first  sod,  where 
the  Gymnasium  now  stands.  This 
was  the  beginning  of  the  excava- 
tion of  the  Cellar  of  our  new  build- 
ing. The  speaker  shall  never 
forget  being  with  Dr.  Cornman 
and  knowing  that  removing  sod 
was  not  an  easy  task)  made  ar- 
rangements to  give  the  balance  of 
the  sod  to  people  who  agreed  to 
take  it  off  the  lawn  for  the  sod,  and 
reported  to  our  fellow  director, 
Qharles  Seaman,  what  a good  bar- 
gain we  had  made.  Whereupon, 
Charlie  told  us  what  a mistake  we 
had  made,  that  he  not  only  had 
sold  a lot  of  sod  for  “good  money” 
but  could  sell  all  we  had.  Well, 
this  sod  that  the  Doctor  had  gotten 
out  on  hot  nights,  was  never  re- 
moved, and  the  speaker  used  it  last 
week  for  filling  around  the  build- 
ing. So  far  as  I am  concerned, 
and  am  sure  the  Doctor  will  agree, 
Charlie  can  have  all  the  sod,  for 
the  price  of  taking  up  the  same. 

You  all  remember  that  in  three 
weeks  time,  the  excavation  was 
finished,  mostly  by  volunteer  ser- 
\*ice  by  the  girls,  boys  and  men  of 
town,  working  under  electric  light 
at  night,  and  the  contractors 
started  the  building,  so  that  now 
we  hope  to  occupy  the  same  before 
February  1,  1921. 

November  12,  1920,  the  corner 
stone  was  .laid,  in  other  words  in  a 
little  over  three  months  time  from 


the  corner  stone  laying,  we  will 
have  one  of  the  finest  buildings  in 
the  county  for  our  use. 

There  is  no  question  of  the  suc- 
cess of  our  Community  House,  the 
first  in  the  County  and  State,  and 
probably,  as  Lieutenant  Governor 
Beidleman  has  said  in  the  Country, 
surely  there  is  no  better.  All  this 
is  due  to  your  interest,  cooperation 
and  liberality. 

But  to  make  it  a future  success, 
will  require  the  same  interest  yQU 
have  shown  in  the  past.  It  will  be 
necessary  for  all  of  us  to  pay  our 
unpaid  subsc  iptions  as  soon  as 
possible  to  meet  our  obligations, 
and  to  make  new  and  larger  ones 
for  the  running  expenses. 

The  Gymnasium  end  of  it  should 
be  more  than  self  supporting,  if 
properly  managed,  and  every  one 
should  and  will  understand  this,  I 
am  sure,  for  as  we  all  know,  the 
house  is  free  to  all,  but  until  the 
Gymnasium  is  fully  equipped  and 
free  from  debt,  it  will  have  to  be 
run  on  business  principles. 

Our  Secretary  will  now  give  you 
a report  of  the  activities  of  the 
House.

REPORT  OF  ACTIVITIES  FOR  1920 

Walter  B^sant,  in  his  “All  Sorts  arid 
Conditions  of  Men”  described  a sort  of 
ideal  Community  House,  or  Peoples' 
Palace,  as  he  called  it.  hut  what  we 
mean  by  Community  [louse  now,  a 
central  building  lo  be  used  by  the 
whole  community,  irrespective  of  age, 
class  or  sect,  as  a recreational  centre, 
is  a very  new  idea,  largely  the  out- 
growth of  the  war,  during  which  all 
sorts  of  conditions  of  men  and  women 
got  together  to  work  as  never  before. 
So  when  the  horror  was  over,  it  was 
nat oral  t h »t  playing  together,  as  they 
hail  been  working  together,  should 
make  a st  rung  appeal. 

But  the  needs  of  each  commnnitx 
are  different,  and  also  change  from 
year  to  year,  so  the  program  of  ae- 
tivniescan  never  be  a cut  and  diieo 
affnr  It  will  naturally  work  on. 


differently  in  different  places,  and  must 
iboveall,  be  elastic  and  adaptable. 

Tire  Board  of  Directors  appointed  a 
very  comprehensive  number  of  com- 
mittees to  work  with  the  secretary  to 
formulate  and  carry  out  such  a pro- 
gram 

Some,  such  as  the  Finance,  the 
Property  and  Grounds,  the  House,  and 
the  electrical  committee  have  only  to 
do  with  the  care  of  the  House;  but  the 
various  children’s  committees,  those 
concerning  the  pool  rooms,  and  the 
Library  and  Music  committees  assist 
in  planning  for  and  carrying  out  the 
House  activities. 

The  American  Legion  should  have 
first  place  as  a House  Activity,  as  this 
Community  House  is  a memorial  to 
the  boys  who  went  into  the  various 
services  during  the  war,  and  was  given 
to  them  as  well  as  to  the  town  of 
Marietta. 

The  Marietta  post  of  the  Lpgion 
chose  the  fourth  Thursday  evening  in 
each  month  as  their  meeting  night, 
and  the  directors  gave  them  the  entire 
use  of  the  first  floor  for  that  time. 
Since  then  they  have  asked  for  the 
second  Thursday  as  well  which  was 
gladly  granted.  The  earlier  meetings 
were  well  attended,  and  little  feeds 
were  served  afier  the  business  of  the 
evening  had  been  disposed  of.  The 
most  popular  of  these  evenings  was 
t hat  devoted  to  doing  honor  to  Chief 
Burgess  Zink,  as  a testimonial  to  his 
service  to  the  bovs  during  the  war. 

The  first  problem  was  to  regulate  the 
wmrk  and  time  to  be  appropriated  to 
the  children  For  the  House  proved  a 
great  attraction  and  it  looked  fora  few 
* nights  as  though  the  younger  genera- 
tion had  taken  complete  possession.  It 
was  eventually  decided  that  children 
under  fourteen,  unless  accompanied  bv 
parents  or  guardians,  should  be  allowed 
in  only  on  Friday  evenings  and  Saur- 
dav  afternoons,  but  that  at  such  limes, 
special  amusements  should  be  pro- 
vided. There  were  three  committees 
appointed  to  look  after  this  work. 
Childrens’,  Girls’ and  Boys’  Activities, 
hot  the  brunt  of  it  has  fallen  on  the 
first  named,  under  the  aide  chairman- 
ship of  Mrs  Elhelbert  Miller  Except 


during  the  very  hot  months,  the 
average  number  of  children  on  Friday 
nights  is  easily  in  the  neighborhood  of 
one  hundred  Lately  it  has  been  more 
than  that,  aDd  procuring  volunteers  to 
amuse  and  keep  in  some  kind  of  order 
such  a crowd  of  children  of  all  ages 
has  been  no  easy  job.  The  eagerness 
with  which  many  of  the  girls  and  boys 
worked  over  the  dolls  and  scrap  books, 
that  were  made  before  Christmas  for 
the  Lancaster  Children’s  Home,  has 
led  the  committee  to  believe  that  they 
would  enjoy  something  besides  play, 
and  a class  in  carpentry  work,  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  Frank  Derr,  will 
shortly  start  for  the  boys,  and#  with  the 
help  of  Mrs.  Elmer  Paules,  Miss  Reba 
Haldeman,  Mrs.  Frank  Hiestand,  Mrs 
Barr  Spangler  and  Mrs  Floyd  Schock, 
a sewing  and  mending  class  for  the 
girls 

Saturday  afternoon  has  been  princi- 
pally devoted  to  story  telling,  though 
that  was  ' abandoned  for  Christmas 
work  during  December,  and  for  the 
coming  six  weeks.  Mrs.  Ethelbert 
Miller  will  herself  conduct  a class  in 
juvenile  Community  Service  and 
Christian  citizenship. 

The  special  entertainments  for  the 
children  have  been  the  May  Day  Party 
last  spring,  a special  children’s  party 
in  June,  and  the  plav  and  Christmas 
tree  on  Christmas  Eve,  the  latter  given 
by  the  Girls’  Club  to  the  children, 

A collection  was  taken  at  the  May 
Day  party  which  netted  about  twelve 
dollars  for  the  childrens’  work.  Out 
of  this  music  books  of  various  kinds 
were  bought,  a lit  tin  was  used  for  the 
boys’  basketry  class  that  was  attempted 
this  Fall,  and  the  balance  was  used  to 
purchase  the  dolls  that  were  dressed 
and  the  materials  for  the  scrap-books 
that  were  made  for  the  Lancastbi 
Children’s  Home  by  the  children  at 
Christmas.  Nineteen  dolls  were 
dressed  by  the  older  girls,  and  twenty- 
four  scrap-books  made  by  the  youngei 
children  during  December  on  Fridav 
evenings  and  Saturday  afternoons. 
Mr.  Elmer  Paules  took  twenty  of  the 
children  to  the  Home  the  day  hefon 
Christmas  and  they  presented  tie 
things  themselves. 


The  Committee  and  the  secretary 
would  like  to  personally  thank  all  who 
have  helped  with  this  work  during  the 
year,  and  who  are  promising  their  aid 
for  the  year  to  come,  although  they 
know  by  experience  how  much  time, 
and  how  much  nerve  power  it  takes. 
It  is  impossible  to  mention  everyone, 
for  the  help  has  been,  most  kind  and 
general,  but  Miss  Margaret  Hippie, 
Mrs  Victor  Robeits,  the  Misses 
Stauffer,  Mrs.  Frank  Derr,  not  for- 
getting Mrs  Henry  Hiestand.  have 
been  very  special  helps  on  Saturday 
afternoon;  while  the  Westminster 
Guild,  Mrs.  .J.  P.  Mueller,  Mrs.  Lewis 
Bevan,  Miss  Mae  Martin.  Mrs.  Luther 
Roath,  Miss  Mae  Engle,  Miss  Helen 
Smith,  and  manv  members  of  the 
Girl’s  Club  have  been  among  the  manv 
Who  have  help- (1  on  Friday  evenings. 
Mis.  Elmer  Paules  Miss  Reba  Halde- 
man  and  Mrs  T.  E.  Ingram,  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Bevan  and  Ruth  Brandt  took 
charge  of  the  Christmas  work.  The 
Christmas  tree  was  in  the  capable 
hands  of  Miss  Mary  Portner.  who  re- 
ceived valuable  assistance  from  Miss 
Helen  Smith.  Miss  .Jennie  Erisman, 
Misses  Myrtle  and  Mary  Truitt,  Mrs. 
Roy  Kunkle,  Miss  Anna  Rich  and 
manv  other  members  of  the  dull.  Mrs. 
Ethelbert  Miller  herself  has  been  ever 
present  and  ever  helpful. 

The  Womens’  and  Girls’  Community 
Club  had  organized  before  the  House 
opened,  but  it  is  surely  a real  House 
Activity.  They  have  met  every  Tues- 
day evening  during  the  year,  holding 
classes  and  committee  meetings  on 
other  evenings.  It  has  been  said  that 
the  gills  get  the  most  out  of  the  Com- 
munity House,  but  let  it  tie  added  that 
they  put  the  most  into  it.  They  have 
never  been  called  on.  either  as  a club 
or  individuals,  that  they  have  not 
responded  at  once  and  gladly.  Be- 
tween March  and  July  they  raised  over 
live  hundred  dollars  for  the  Gymna- 
sium fund,  with  a card  partv,  a food 
sale,  an  entertainment  at  the  theatre, 
anda  fancy-work  sale.  Under  their 
popular  president.  Miss  Anna  Rich, 
•hey  are  planning  a 1921  campaign, 
starling  with  a card  partv  on  February 
1st  and  a spelling-bee  and  stunt  party 
l ui  Washington’s  birthday. 


The  Boy  Scouts  were  organized  also, 
long  before  the  House  opened,  but  they 
at  once  made  it  their  home.  As  in- 
dividuals, they  have  been  splendid  and 
of  great  assistance  in  carrying  on  the 
work  of  the  House.  The  Girls’  Club 
is  especially  grateful  to  them.  But  as 
an  organization  (hey  have  not  pros 
pered  as  they  should  after  the  splen- 
did start  they  got.  Let  us  hope  that 
1921  will  see  a revival  of  interest  in 
t his  movement. 

'Hie  Girl  Scouts  too.  made  a good 
beginning  under  i he  captaincy  of  Miss 
Beatrice  Evans.  Miss  Adalaide  Stauf- 
fer took  up  the  work  and  it  went 
hummtngly  during  the  summer.  There 
are  now  twenty  one  girls  realty  to 
register  as  tenderfoot  scouts,  tint  lhev 
have  tint  organ  ze  1 their  patrols,  or 
elected  their  various  olticeis.  so  things 
are  rather  at  a standstill  The  work 
on  the  dolls  at  Christmas  entitled 
them  to  one  s’en  on  the  road  to  becom- 
ing second  class  scouts.  Let  us  hope  j 
they  will  soon,  get  together  and  go, 
through  the  necessaiv  formalities  for 
registration  at  headquarters. 

Miss  Evans  and  Miss  Steele  he.d  a 
very  popular  dancing  class  for  the 
girls  a»d  hoys  of  scout  age  last  winter. 

The  branch  of  the  Emergency  Aid 
that  worked  in  Marietta  and  its  vici- 
nity held  its  meetings  at  the  Com 
munitv  House  during  the  winter  and 
spring  of  1920  In  the  spring  a 
luncheon  was  given  to  all  the  Lancas- 
ter. County  branches.  Over  one 
hundred  and  thirty  people  were  served 
and  Mrs.  John  D Nanman  presided 
over  a verv  enjoyable  meeting  after- 
ward. Mrs.  Henrv  S.  Hiestand  was 
president  of  t he  Marietta  and  Maytown 
branch.  The  luncheon  committee  was 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  T.  E • 
Ingram  with  Mrs.  Frank  Hiestand 
and  Mrs.  .Tames  Duffy  assisting.  Miss 
Sue  Spangler  and  Miss  Grace  Brandi 
also  gave  valuable  aid.  and  members 
of  the  Girls’  Club  did  thp  serving. 

The  Library  was  opened  about  the 
middle  of  May.  Mr.  Robert  Bliss  of 
the  Library  Extension  Division  of  the 
• tate  Library  at  H-rrisbuig  was  con 
suited  as  to  the  best  wav  of  in  'king  » 
beginning  He  promised  help  it 
enough  local  interest  was  shown  The 


Directors  of  the  Community  House 
promised  $100  a year,  and  donations  of 
books  were  solicited.  Mr.  Bliss  then 
advised  that  we  become  a branch  of 
the  Lancaster  Public  Library,  which 
was  anxious  to  start  a campaign  for 
countv  libraries.  Miss  Helen  Ethel 
Myeis,  the  librarian  at  Lancaster 
welcomed  the  opportunity.  We  run 
under  her  supervision,  and  observe  the 
rules  of  all  public  libraries.  We  have 
at  present  781  volumes  absolutely  our 
own.  The  larger  part  were  given  by 
the  citizens  of  Marietta,  buc  the  A.  L 
A.  sent  us  75  volumes  and  Lancaster 
Library  about  fifty.  Th3  State  Library 
Extension  Division  lends  us  a hundred 
books,  changing  fifty  everv  three  : 
months,  and  Lancaster  lends  us  about 
two  hundred  and  fifty  changing  from 
time  to  time,  as  we  request.  Also  bot  h 
Lancaster  and  Harrisburg  send  any 
books  that  are  specially  asked  for. 
They  urge  thatteachprs  especially  shall 
j make  use  of  this  privilege  Our  own 
, books  have  been  most  carefully  cata- 
logued under  the  supervision  and 
largely  by  Miss  Mvers  herself.  The 
works  on  the  reference  books  has  been 
particularly  thorough  Mr  H.  Burd 
Cassel  donated  quite  a collection  of 
books  of  this  nature,  and  it  would  pay 
people  to  look  through  the  catalogue 
cards,  and  see  how  easily  information 
can  tie  obtained 

Bv  Miss  Myers  advice,  we  have 
started  a verv  small  collection  of 
charge  hooks.  That  is,  we  have 
bought  a few  copies  of  the  latest  fic- 
tion and  we  charge  two  cents  a day 
for  each  codv  till  the  hook  is  paid  tor. 
Then  that  one  is  mu  on  the  shelves  as 
a free  hook,  and  another  is  bought 
with  the  monev.  This  will  enable  us 
to  renew  our  fiction  in  this  wav,  keep- 
ing the  money  that  is  given  us  for 
more  serious  and  permanent  hooks. 

Subscriptions  ha\e  I een  taken  nut 
in  the  name  of  the  Communriv  Hoi.se 
for  the  Geographic  Magz'ne.  the

and  the  Lancaster  New  Era.  Also  the 
Marietta  Times  is  taken.  The  \meri- 
can  City,  the  Atlantic  Monthly  and 
Harpers  Magazine  are  presented  to  the 
Community  House,  monthly,  also  the 
Magazine  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution  and  the  Na- 
tional Humaine  Review. 

So  far,  we  have  had  $63  97  from  the 
Community  House.  We  have  taken  in 
pay  books  and  fines,  $24.72  and  had 
one  donation  of  $4  50.  We  must  not 
forget,  however,  that  much  of  the 
$24  72  was  really  donated,  as  it  has 
been  the  rule  rather  than  theexoeption 
that  people  have  given  more  than  they 
owed  to  help  the  Library  along.  Our 
expenses  have  been,  equipment,  $38.58, 
books  $40  64,  binding  $3  64,  express  for 
the  Harrisburg  books  $3.00,  and  we 
have  now  in  hand  $7  33. 

The  registry  book  shows  250  readers 
and  we  are  giving  out  over  four  hund- 
red books  a month.  The  children, 
particularly  the  boys  use  the  library  a 
great  deal. 

Our  latest  activity,  but  one  of  the 
most  satisfactory  is  the  Baby  Health 
Centre.  It  was  opened  the  last  Wed- 
nesday in  .July.  The  Red  Cross  sends 
us  a nurse  every  Wednesday  afternoon 
who  stays  from  two  till  four.  Mrs. 
Henry  Hiestand  presented  the  centre 
with  the  very  latest  thing  iu  weighing 
machines,  registering  up  to  fifty 
pounds.  The  babies  are  weighed  even 
week  and  a record  of  their  weight 
kept.  The  nurse  also  advises  about 
minor  ailments,  of  course  insisting  on 
a doctor’s  advice  if  it  is  necessary.  The 
mothers,  naturally  tied  a great  deal  at 
home  by  the  care  of  their  little  ones 
enjoy  the  social  side  of  the  afternoon, 
and  Community  House  is  one  of  the 
first  combination  of  words  the  little 
tots  learn  to  say.  The  youngest  baby 
as  yet  brought  in  was  two  weeks  old 
and  we  are  still  weighing  some  of 
three  and  four,  although  two  years  is 
about  the  average  of  the  older  ones. 
Dr.  Howard  Witmer  of  Lancaster  has 
taken  a special  pride  in  our  baby 
centre.  He  calls  it  really  constructive 
work.  He  consented  to  be  judge  of 
the  baby  show  that  was  held  earlv  in 
November,  when  Mrs.  Hiestand  of- j 
fered  four  piizes,  two  for  the  finest  j 


babies,  and  two  for  the  babies  who  had 
improved  most  since  being  registered 
with  us 

There  was  a Christmas  tree  for  ihe 
babies  on  the  Wednesday  before 
Christmas,  when  a useful  gift,  a toy 
and  an  orange  were  given  to  each 
baby,  and  a little  book  in  which  each 
babies  history  c uld  be  recorded  to 
each  mother 

Sixty-four  babies  have  been  regis- 
tered during  the  five  months  that  the 
nurse  has  been  in  attendance.  The 
average  number  of  babies  each  Wed- 
nesday is  about  twenty-six  There 
were  t wenty-nine  entries  for  the  baby 
show  and  forty-five  presents  were 
given  at  Christmas,  though  owing  to 
a stormy  day  only  thirty  babies  were 
act ually  present. 

Much  of  the  success  has  been  due  to 
the  popularity  of  the  nurses,  first 
Nurse  Walsh,  and  later  Nurse  Hauck 
of  Columbia.  Mrs  Ethelbert  Miller, 
Mrs  Henry  Hiesfand  and  Mrs  Lewis 
Bevan  have  taken  this  activity  under 
their  special  care 

It  would  it  be  a very  inadequate 
report  of  the  work  done  for  the  Com 
munity  House  that  did  not  mention 
the  Community  Christmas  Tree  For 
two  years  now  the  Marietta  Commu- 
nity Christ  mas  Tree  has  been  famous 
through  the  county.  The  committee 
of  decoration  with  Mr.  Samuel  Frey 
as  chairman,  deserves  the  warmest 
thanks  of  the  Directors  of  the  Com- 
munity House  and  the  citizens  of 
Marietta. 

The  pool  rooms  have  been  left  to  the 
last.  There  were  two  committees 
formed  to  look  after  this  branch  of  the 
work,  one  of  older,  and  one  of  younger 
men,  but  except  that  while  Mr.  Gerald 
Hiestand  was  able  to  interest  himself 
he  was  very  actiye  in  getting  up 
tournaments  and  promoting  good 
feeling,  there  has  not  been  very  much 
supei  vision  of  the  rooms,  and  there 
has  been  more  destruction  of  property 
there  than  in  anv  other  part  of  the 
house 

Until  lately  when,  owing  to  the 
tremendous  waste  of  chalk,  there  has 
been  a small  charge  for  that  commodity 
Jthe  pool  rooms,  splendidly  equipped 
| have  been  absolutely  free,  except  that 


there  have  been  two  little  boxes  on 
the  wall  where  players  could  deposit 
small  sums  to  help,  in  some  measure, 
to  repair  damage  to  equipment 
During  the  year,  the  munificent  sum 
of  SI  1-87  has  been  collected  from  these 
boxes,  although  the  rooms  have  been 
crowded  during  the  afternoon  and 
evening,  for  the  cooler  months  of  the 
year.  The  tables,  brand  new,  and  the 
very  best  obtainable,  have  in  one  >ear 
been  so  mistreated  that  they  are  not 
now  fit  for  good  players  to  use.  The 
cloth  has  been  cut,  cues  have  been 
broken,  holes  punched  in  the  walls  of 
the  rooms,  and  not  one  player  has 
been  manly  enough  to  confess  that  he 
has  been  responsible  for  any  of  the 
damage,  or  to  offer  to  make  good. 

The  boys  from  fourteen  to  sixteen 
have  been  allowed  to  play  if  they 
brought  permits  from  their  parents, 
piomising  to  make  good  any  damage 
done.  We  presume  the  parents  are  in 
the  same  ignorance  as  the  Directors, 
as  certainly  no  reparation  has  as  yet 
been  forthcoming. 

It  is  rather  difficult  to  compute  the 
average  of  men  and  boys  using  the 
rooms.  About  one  hundred  come  and 
go  during  all  but  the  very  warmest 
months  There  are  usually  about 
twenty  in  the  rooms  every  afternoon 
and  evening. 

As  the  girls  also  expressed  a desire 
to  use  the  rooms  the  Directors  ar- 
ranged that  Tuesdays  the  pool  rooms 
should  be  kept  for  them.  The  men 
and  boys  cannot  plav  on  that  dav. 

No  member  of  the  Community  has 
done  more  for  its  House  that  Mr.  John 
McElrov  He  has  given  time,  hard 
work  and  interest  so  freely,  that  it  -is 
almost  impossible  to  imagine  running 
the  Community  House  without  him. 
He  is  always  on  hand  when  needed, 
alwavs  willing,  always  good  natured. 
A great  part  of  the  success  of  the  work 
is  owing  to  him 

The  Secretary  begs  to  thank  the 
President,  Directors,  chairmen  of 
committees  and  the  citizens  of  Mari 
eft  f«>r  the  hi  Ip  and  encouragement  she 
has  received  in  her  work  here,'  and 
hopes  that  1921  will  be  productive  of 
even.bqifer  results.

President’s  Second  Annual  Report 
To  the  Members  of  the  Marietta  Com- 
munity House  : 

Just  one  year  ago  the  first  annual  report 
was  read  here.  In  that  report  I gave 
dates,  etc.,  of  the  first  meeting,  the  13th  of 
February,  1919,  when  the  community  de- 
cided to  have  a Community  House  and 
Gymnasium.  It  was  only  on  November 
12,  '920,  the  corner  stone  was  laid  in  the 
Gymnasium,  and  in  February,  1921,  was 
opened  to  the  public.  Less  than  three 
years  since  this  community"  decided  to 
have  all  this,  and  see  what  has  been  ac- 
complished by  your  help  and  co-operation. 
Not  by  the  efforts  of  one,  nor  a few,  but 
by  ail  pulling  together,  which  has  been  the 
spirit  of  this  community  to  accomplish 
everything  that  is  worth  while. 

The  Board  of  Directors  and  our  faithful 
Secretary  (Mrs.  Sidney),  who  has  charge 
of  the  running  of  this  institution,  do  not 
pretend  to  say  that  everything  goes  as 
they  should  like.  There  are  some  things 
which  must  be  corrected  or  remedied — 
namely  : Boys  arid  young  men  must  be 
taught  to  respect  the  house,  as  though  it 
were  their  own  property,  particularly  the 
Pool  and  Billiard  rooms.  There  is  no  ex- 
cuse for  boys  to  destroy  property  which 
they  enjoy  free,  anymore  than  they  would 
in  their  own  homes.  If  more  men  in  the 
town  will  take  an  active  interest  in  the 


boys,  this  could  be  greatly  helped.  See 
| what  the  women  and  girls  have  done  here 
! and  at  the  same  time  given  themselves 
! much  pleasure. 

Let  me  repeat  what  I said  in  my  last 
! report — “To  make  it  a future  success  will 
require  the  same  interest  you  have  shown 
in  the  past.  It  will  be  necessary  for  all  of 
us  to  pay  our  unpaid  subscriptions  as  soon 
as  possible,  to  meet  our  obligations,  and 
to  make  new  and  larger  ones  for  the  run- 
ning expenses.”  Our  Treasurer’s  report 
will  show  we  fell  down  in  this  respect.  We 
all  have  felt  the  depressed  conditions  of 
business  and  the  times,  but  we  are  not 
asking  a burden  of  any  one.  Let  each  do 
his  or  her  share  towards  the  good  work, 
which  is  non-sectarian  and  non-partisian, 
for  the  benefit  of  our  own  people 
Our  loyal  Secretary  will  now  give  you  a 
report  of  the  activities  of  the  house.

SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

COMMUNITY  HOUSE  SECRETARY 

It  seems  as  though  the  best  way 
to  give  a brief  resume  of  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Community  House 
of  Marietta  during  the  second  year 
of  its  existence  would  be  to  take 
the  report  of  the  first  year  and  see 
how  the  various  organizations  then 
in  existence  had  flourished  or  died; 
#nd  then  take  up  the  new  work 
that  has  started  during  the  year. 

The  Wm.  Brenner  Post  of  the 
American  Legion  still,  we  are 
happy  to  say,  makes  its  home  with 
us,  holding  their  regular  business 
meetings  on  the  second  and  last 
Thursday  of  the  month.  Last 
winter,  it  was  suggested  to  the 
Directors  1 hat  the  members  would 
like  rooms  or  a room  of  their  own 


in  the  House,  to  be  used  as  a 
general  meeting  place.  So  during 
the  spring,  Mrs.  Henry  S.  Hiestand 
furnished  the  two  rooms  on  the 
second  floor,  originally  intended  for 
the  care-taker,  in  a very  attractive 
manner,  screening  the  balcony,  so 
that  it  made  a very  pleasant  ad- 
ditional room.  They  were  for- 
mally presented  to  the  Legion  in 
May.  They  have  been  used  for 
committee  meetings  and  business 
purposes  of  the  Post,  but  not  as 
generally  by  the  members  as  it 
-was  hoped  they  might  be. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  it  was  voted 
that  the  Post  have  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  Pool  Rooms  on’  the 
nights  of  its  regular  meetings,  i.  e. 
the  second  and  last  Thursdays. 

It  seemed  appropriate  that  the 
double  funeral  of  the  two  Marietta 
boys,  who  bodies  came  from  over- 
seas, to  be  buried  in  their  home 
town,  should  be  held  at  the  Com- 
munity House.  They  came  back 
in  August,  and  for  ten  days  the 
House  gave  itself  to  their  service. 
The  simple  but  impressive  cere- 
m jives  at  the  House,  and  after- 
ward at  the  cemetery,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Legion,  were  at- 
tended by  large  numbers  of  people. 

Mrs.  Ethelbert  Miller  very  gen- 
erously undertook  again  the  work 
of  the  Childrens’  Activities  Com- 
mittee. It  is  hard  to  say  exactly 
what  progress  has  been  made  in 
this  department.  The  number  of 
children  who  come  to  the  House 
has  constantly  increased,  but  the 
committee  does  not  feel  that  any 
very  satisfactory  solution  has  been 
reached  of  the  problem  of  their 
care  and  entertainment.  The 
classes  started  last  year  were  very 


much  enjoyed  by  the  children,  par- 
ticularly the  girls’  sewing  class 
with  Mrs.  Paules,  and  the  carpen- 
try class  for  the  boys  under  Mr. 
Frank  Derr.  The  unfortunate  ill- 
ness of  both  these  teachers  and  the 
fact  that  others  could  not  be  ob- 
tained were  very  disorganizing 
factors,  and  the  classes  have  never 
really  started  again.  We  all  know 
that  familiarity  breeds  contempt, 
and  the  children  seem  to  bear  out 
the  truth  of  this  adage  on  Friday 
nights.  New  plans  are  being  for- 
mulated, and  we  hope  that  next 
year  it  will  be  possible  to  report 
the  same  enjoyment  of  the  facili- 
ties of  the  house,  but  a little  less 
disorder. 

That  it  is  really  forms  of  occupa- 
tion that  are  needed  is  proved  by 
the  conduct  of  the  children  in  the 
Library,  where  it  is  always  easy  to 
control  the  wildest  child,  if  he  or 
she  is  once  attracted  by  the  books 
or  pictures. 

Mrs.  Miller  and  her  committee 
arranged  the  entertainment  that 
| was  given  for  the  baby  celebration 
| last  June,  the  little  health  play 
j given  on  that  day  being  repeated 
j at  Columbia  during  their  baby 
i week,  and  again  this  fall,  when  it 
I formed  part  of  a program  given  by 
| the  children  to  pay  for  the  dolls 
I and  toys  bought  for  the  Home  for 
| Friendless  Children  in  Lancaster. 

| The  dolls  were  dressed  by  the  girls 
! on  Saturday  afternoons  during  the 
| fall.  Last  year  it  was  the  older 
| girls,  from  14  to  16  who  did  the 
J work,  but  this  year  the  younger 
ones,  from  9 to  11  begged  to  be 
| allowed  to  undertake  it  and  many 
| of  them  learned  to  sew  for  the 
1 purpose. 

Mrs. 


Miller  arranged  another 


entereainment  for  the  evening  of 
December  23rd,  when  the  children 
had  their  Christmas  Tree,  given 
by  the  Girls’  Club. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  the 
directors  have  received  word  that 
Mrs.  Miller,  on  account  of  ill-health 
will  be  forced  to  resign  as  chair- 
man of  this  committee,  temporarily 
but  they  hope  to  soon  welcome 
her  back. 

The  committee  wish  to  thank 
all  who  helped  with  this  work  dur- 
ing the  year,  particularly  Mr.  John 
McElroy,  who  took  over  a large 
share  of  the  work  with  the  boys. 

The  Womens’  and  Girls’  Com- 
munity Club  has  continued  its 
splendid  work  of  service  for  the 
House  and  the  Community.  It 
has  not  been  able  to  contribute 
quite  as  much  as  it  did  last  year. 
Owing  to  hard  times  the  various 
sales  and  entertainments  did  not 
bring  in  as  much  money  as  form- 
erly, and  this  fall,  the  proceeds  of 
two  of  their  parties  went  toward 
the  purchase  of  card-tables,  which 
after  all,  will  form  a very  useful 
part  of  the  equipment  of  the  Com- 
munity House.  Their  last  service 
of  the  year  was  the  decorating  of 
the  House,  Gymnasium  and  Christ- 
mas tree  for  the  holidays,  and  do- 
nating presents  and  candy  for  two 
hundred  children  on  the  23rd  of 
December. 

It  is  with  regret  that  it  has  to 
be  reported  that  the  Boy  and  Girl 
Scout  movement  has  not  prospered 
very  much.  It  has  proved  impos- 
sible to  find  a Captain  for  the 
girls,  and  very  little,  except  an 
occasional  game  of  basket  ball  has 
been  heard  from  the  boys  lately. 

The  Library  has  made  very  satis- 
factory progress  during  the  year. 


We  have  added  242  volumes  of  our 
own,  having  1023  against  781  of 
last  year.  Of  these  136  have  be.  n 
given  us,  106  we  have  bought.  We 
have  430  registered  readers  or 
nearly  200  more  than  last  year. 
During  the  twelve  months,  5988 
books  have  been  given  out  and  not 
more  than  two  or  three  have  been 
lost,  which  is  a pretty  good  record. 
The  Library  has  spent  $139.99.  Of 
this,  $50.26  was  given  by  the  Di- 
rectors, $89.73  earned  by  the  small 
pay  shelf  and  the  fines.  $90.12  of 
the  money  spent  went  for  books, 
$30.97  for  re-binding,  and  $18.90 
for  express,  postage  and  other  in- 
cidentals. 

In  June,  the  Library  Committee 
headed  by  Mrs.  Ingram  took  charge 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Librarians  of 
the  District.  There  were  morning 
and  afternoon  sessions,  and  lunch- 
eon was  served  to  about  twenty- 
five  people.  Delegates  came  from 
Hanover,  Lancaster,  Harrisburg, 
and  many  smaller  places.  The 
State  Library  at  Harrisburg  sent 
a very  large  contingent.  The 
speakers  were  Miss  Zachert,  who  is 
undertaking  the  State  work  in  the 
! High  School  Libraries,  Miss  Eaton 
I of  the  Harrisburg  Library,  Mrs. 
Wolcott  from  Hanover,  Mr. 
Richard  Reilly,  one  of  the  directors 
of  the  Lancaster  Library,  Mrs. 
Henry  S.  Hiestand,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  Montgomery,  State  Li- 
brarian, and  Mr.  Robert  Bliss  and 
Miss  Anna  MacDonald  from  the 
Library  Extension  Division  of  the 
State  Library. 

The  baby  work  has,  we  are  glad  to 
saj%  flourished  exceedingly.  We  have 
over  a hundred  babies  registered,  and 
we  often  have  between  thirty  and  forty 
! here  on  a Wednesday  afternoon.  Last 


June  the  committee  in  charge  held  a 
most  successful  Baby  Festival.  Over 
forty-five  babies  were  present,  bringing 
their  mothers  and  friends.  The  little 
Health  play  mentioned  before  was  given, 
the  May-pole  Dance  of  the  previous 
year  repeated,  and  after  refreshments 
had  been  served,  a pretty  Baby  Parade 
was  held.  Dr.  Howard  Witmer  from 
Lancaster  was  here  and  representatives 
from  many  nearby  towns  that  were 
planning  health  centres  themselves,  en- 
joyed the  afternoon. 

The  annual  Christmas  tree  was  given 
for  the  babies  on  the  Wednesday  before 
Christmas.  This  year  seventy-five  gifts 
were  provided,  earh  selected  and  labeled 
for  the  individual  baby.  Santa  Claus 
arrived  on  schedule  time,  and  it  was  a 
pretty  termination  of  the  year’s  work. 

In  October  a new  branch  of  the 
Health  work  was  started  in  connection 
with  the  House.  It  was  decided  to  ex- 
tend the  service  that  had  been  given  the 
babies  to  the  younger  school  children. 
The  first  four  grades  of  the  Marietta 
school  now  come  up  on  Wednesday  after- 
noons, after  the  baby  work  is  finished, 
to  be  weighed  and  measured  by  Miss 
Hauck,  one  grade  each  Wednesday. 
The  members  of  the  committee  in  charge 
visit  the  mothers  of  the  children  found 
materially  under  weight  to  find  out,  if 
possible,  the  reason,  and  find  the  rem- 
edy. Alread  very  beneficial  results  are 
being  noted.  We  owe  the  very  modern 
up-to-date  scales  for  this  work  to  the 
generosity  of  Mrs.  Henry  S.  Hiestand. 
Five  children  have  had  their  tonsils  re- 
moved, owing  to  the  energy  of  this 
committee,  and  there  are  fifteen  more 
who  will  undergo  this  operation  within 
the  next  few  weeks.  All  this  is  being 
done  without  any  expense  to  the  parents. 

Miss  Martha  Hauck  is  still  the  popu- 
lar nurse  in  charge  of  all  the  health 
work,  and  its  success  is  largely  due  to 
her. 


The  local  Chapter  of  the  D.  A.  R. 
held  a very  pretty  meeting  at  the  Com- 
munity House  on  Flag  Day.  The  York 
and  Lancaster  Chapters  were  invited  to 
be  present,  and  an  interesting  program, 
arranged  and  presided  over  by  the 
Regent,  Miss  Josephine  Buchanan,  was 
enjoyed. 

The  Secretary  regrets  to  report  that 
she  cannot  see  much  improvement  in 
regard  to  the  Pool  Room.  The  attend- 
ance has  not  been  as  large  as  last  year; 
probably  because  the  players  have  so 
misused  the  cues  and  tables  that  they 
themselves  do  not  enjoy  them  as  much 
as  they  did.  The  latest  form  of  mutila- 
tion is  punching  holes  in  the  wall  and 
ceiling,  we  understand  that  the  cues  are 
rubbed  in  the  plaster  to  save  chalk. 
Another  popular  sport  is  shooting  off 
the  tips  of  the  electric  light  bulbs. 

Mr.  Samuel  Frey  and  his  committee 
again  gave  us  our  beautiful  Community 
Christmas  Tree.  Our  heartiest  thanks 
are  due  him. 

The  latest  work  undertaken  in  con- 
nection with  the  Community  House  is 
the  formation  of  an  Emergency  Welfare 
Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mrs.  H.  Burd  Cassel,  to  deal  with  the 
conditions  that  confront  the  town  during 
the  winter,  owing  to  the  lack  of  employ- 
ment so  general  throughout  the  country. 
All  the  churches  are  co-operating,  and 
those  w^ho  can  afford  to  help  are  doing 
so  more  than  liberally.  It  is  really  car- 
rying out  the  original  idea  of  a Social 
Service  Committee  that  was  among  the 
earlier  projects  planned  by  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  House,  and  while  working 
for  an  emergency  now,  it  bids  fair  to 
become  a permanent  institution  through 
which  we  may  learn  to  deal  more  scien- 
tifically with  the  dreadful  problem  of 
poverty. 

For  the  present,  perhaps,  science  is 
being  rather  put  to  one  side  and  senti- 


ment  is  a little  predominant,  and  that 
must  be  forgiven  a young -committee. 
The  various  churches  and  social  service 
societies  are  pooling  their  resources, 
and  we  hope  there  will  be  less  suffering 
in  Marietta  this  winter  on  account  of 
the  work  of  this  committee. 

As  a start  thirty-nine  Christmas  bas- 
kets were  sent  out,  and  already  many 
people  have  been  sent  coal  and  food 
supplies. 

The  Gymnasium  in  connection  with 
the  Community  House  was  formally 
opened  on  the  29th  of  last  January. 
Major  Anthony  Drexel  Biddle  came 
from  Philadelphia  for  the  opening  exer- 
cises, and  there  was  a very  good  boxing 
exhibition. 

Since  then  the  builditig  has  been  in 
constant  use,  particularly  during  the 
cooler  months,  for  dances,  basket  ball 
games,  card  parties  and  entertainments, 
also  some  amateur  boxing  exhibitions 
have  been  held  there.  During  the  win- 
ter, when  it  is  not  in  use  otherwise,  the 
various  basket  ball  teams  have  the 
right  to  use  it  for  practice.  At  present 
four  Marietta  teams  and  one  from  May- 
town  occupy  it  at  different  times. 

The  Girls’  Club  gave  a circus  there  in 
September,  which  will  doubtless  have 
to  be  repeated  at  some  time,  it  was 
such  a success.  It  was  lent  the  children 
for  both  their  entertainments,  and  the 
Girls’  Club  and  the  children  each  had  a 
Hallowe’en  masquerade  in  the  Com- 
munity Gym. 


During  the  first  week  in  November 
the  ladies  of  Marietta,  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Mrs.  Henry  S.  Hiestand, 
held  a very  successful  Thrift  and  Rum- 
mage Sale  in  the  Gymnasium  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Building  Fund.

Brandt,  Mrs.  Mary  McClosky,  Miss

field, Mrs.  George  P.  Cooper,  Mrs.  Jas. 
Duffy,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Mueller,  the  members 
of  the  Girls’  Club  and  many  others  gave 
their  time  and  work  unstintedly  and 
over  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  was 
netted  for  the  fund.

run  it.

In  that  report  I gave 
dates,  etc.,  of  the  first  meeting,  the  13th  of 
February,  1919,  when  the  community  de-  j 
cided  to  have  a Community  House  and 
Gymnasium.  It  was  only  on  November  j 
12,  1 920,  the  corner  stone  was  laid  in  the  i 
Gymnasium,  and  in  February,  1921,  was  I 
opened  to  the  public.  Less  than  three  I 
years  since  this  community  decided  to  j 
have  all  this,  and  see  what  has  been  ac-  j 
complished  by  your  help  and  co-operation,  j 
Not  by  the  efforts  of  one,  nor  a few,  but 
by  all  pulling  together,  which  has  been  the 
spirit  of  this  community  to  accomplish 
everything  that  is  worth  while. 

The  Board  of  Directors  and  our  faithful 
Secretary  (Mrs.  Sidney) , who  has  charge 
of  the  running  of  this  institution,  do  not 
pretend  to  say  that  everything  goes  as 
they  should  like.  There  are  some  things 
which  must  be  corrected  or  remedied — 
namely  : Boys  and  young  men  must  be 
taught  to  respect  the  house,  as  though  it 
were  their  own  property,  particularly  the 
Pool  and  Billiard  rooms.  There  is  no  ex- 
cuse for  boys  to  destroy  property  which 
they  enjoy  free,  anymore  than  they  would 
in  their  own  homes.  If  more  men  in  the 
town  will  take  an  active  interest  in  the 
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boys,  this  could  be  greatly  helped.  See 
what  the  women  and  girls  have  done  here 
and  at  the  same  time  given  themselves 
much  pleasure. 

Let  me  repeat  what  I said  in  my  last 
report— “To  make  it  a future  success  will 
require  the  same  interest  you  have  shown 
in  the  past.  It  will  be  necessary  for  all  of 
us  to  pay  our  unpaid  subscriptions  as  soon 
as  possible,  to  meet  our  obligations,  and 
to  make  new  and  larger  ones  for  the  run- 
ning expenses.”  Our  Treasurer’s  report 
will  show  we  fell  down  in  this  respect.  We 
all  have  felt  the  depressed  conditions  of 
business  and  the  times,  but  we  are  not 
asking  a burden  of  any  one.  Let  each  do 
his  or  her  share  towards  the  good  work, 
which  is  non-sectarian  and  non-partisian, 
for  the  benefit  of  our  own  people 

Our  loyal  Secretary  will  now  give  you  a 
report  of  the  activities  of  the  house.

SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

COMMUNITY  HOUSE  SECRETARY 

It  seems  as  though  the  best  way 
to  give  a brief  resume  of  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Community  House 
of  Marietta  during  the  second  year 
of  its  existence  would  be  to  take 
the  report  of  the  first  year  and  see 
how  the  various  organizations  then 
in  existence  had  flourished  or  died; 
and  then  take  up  the  new  work 
that  has  started  during  the  year. 

The  Wm.  Brenner  Post  of  the 
American  Legion  still,  we  are 
happy  to  say,  makes  its  home  with 
us,  holding  their  regular  business 
meetings  on  the  second  and  last 
Thursday  of  the  month.  Last 
winter,  it  was  suggested  to  the 
Directors  lhat  the  members  would 
like  rooms  or  a room  of  their  own 


in  the  House,  to  be  used  as  a 
general  meeting  place.  So  during 
the  spring,  Mrs.  Henry  S.  Hiestand 
furnished  the  two  rooms  on  the 
second  floor,  originally  intended  for 
the  care-taker,  in  a very  attractive 
manner,  screening  the  balcony,  so 
that  it  made  a very  pleasant  ad- 
ditional room.  They  were  for- 
mally presented  to  the  Legion  in 
May.  They  have  been  used  for 
committee  meetings  and  business 
purposes  of  the  Post,  but  not  as 
generally  by  the  members  as  it 
was  hoped  they  might  be.

The  unfortunate  ill- 
ness of  both  these  teachers  and  the 
fact  that  others  could  not  be  ob- 
tained were  very  disorganizing 
factors,  and  the  classes  have  never 
really  started  again.  We  all  know 
that  familiarity  breeds  contempt, 
and  the  children  seem  to  bear  out 
the  truth  of  this  adage  on  Friday 
nights.  New  plans  are  being  for- 
mulated, and  we  hope  that  next 
year  it  will  be  possible  to  report 
the  same  enjoyment  of  the  facili- 
ties of  the  house,  but  a little  less 
disorder. 

That  it  is  really  forms  of  occupa- 
tion that  are  needed  is  proved  by 
the  conduct  of  the  children  in  the 
Library,  where  it  is  always  easy  to 
control  the  wildest  child,  if  he  or 
she  is  once  attracted  by  the  books 
or  pictures. 

Mrs.  Miller  and  her  committee 
arranged  the  entertainment  that 
was  given  for  the  baby  celebration 
last  June,  the  little  health  play 
given  on  that  day  being  repeated 
at  Columbia  during  their  baby 
week,  and  again  this  fall,  when  it 
formed  part  of  a program  given  by 
| the  children  to  pay  for  the  dolls 
and  toys  bought  for  the  Home  for 
Friendless  Children  in  Lancaster.

The  committee  wish  to  thank 
all  who  helped  with  this  work  dur- 
ing the  year,  particularly  Mr.  John 
Me  Elroy,  who  took  over  a large 
share  of  the  wmrk  with  the  boys. 

The  Womens’  and  Girls’  Com- 
munity Club  has  continued  its 
splendid  work  of  service  for  the 
House  and  the  Community.  It 
has  not  been  able  to  contribute 
quite  as  much  as  it  did  last  year. 
Owing  to  hard  times  the  various 
sales  and  entertainments  did  not 
bring  in  as  much  money  as  form- 
erly, and  this  fall,  the  proceeds  of 
two  of  their  parties  went  toward 
th  * purchase  of  card-tables,  which 
after  all,  will  form  a very  useful 
part  of  the  equipment  of  the  Com- 
munity House.  Their  last  service 
of  the  year  was  the  decorating  of 
the  House,  Gymnasium  and  Christ- 
mas tree  for  the  holidays,  and  do- 
nating presents  and  candy  for  two 
hundred  children  on  the  23rd  of 
December.

Another  popular  sport  is  shooting  off 
I the  tips  of  the  electric  light  bulbs. 

Mr.  Samuel  Frey  and  his  committee 
again  gave  us  our  beautiful  Community 
Christmas  Tree.  Our  heartiest  thanks 
are  due  him. 

The  latest  work  undertaken  in  con- 
nection with  the  Community  House  is 
the  formation  of  an  Emergency  Welfare 
Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mrs.  H.  Burd  Cassel,  to  deal  with  the 
conditions  that  confront  the  town  during 
I the  winter,  owing  to  the  lack  of  employ- 
| ment  so  general  throughout  the  country. 

! All  the  churches  are  co-operating,  and 
| those  who  can  afford  to  help  are  doing 
| so  more  than  liberally.  It  is  really  car- 
j rying  out  the  original  idea  of  a Social 
| Service  Committee  that  was  among  the 
| earlier  projects  planned  by  the  Direc- 
! tors  of  the  House,  and  while  working 
| for  an  emergency  now,  it  bids  fair  to 
j become  a permanent  institution  through 
: which  we  may  learn  to  deal  more  scien- 
tifically with  the  dreadful  problem  of 
j poverty. 

For  the  present,  perhaps,  science  is 
I being  rather  put  to  one  side  and  senti- 


ment  is  a little  predominant,  and  that 
must  be  forgiven  a young  committee. 
The  various  churches  and  social  service 
societies  are  pooling  their  resources, 
and  we  hope  there  will  be  less  suffering 
in  Marietta  this  winter  on  account  of 
the  work  of  this  committee. 

As  a start  thirty-nine  Christmas  bas- 
kets were  sent  out,  and  already  many 
people  have  been  sent  coal  and  food 
supplies. 

The  Gymnasium  in  connection  with 
the  Community  House  was  formally 
opened  on  the  29th  of  last  January. 
Major  Anthony  Drexel  Biddle  came 
from  Philadelphia  for  the  opening  exer- 
cises, and  there  was  a very  good  boxing 
exhibition. 

Since  then  the  building  has  been  in 
constant  use,  particularly  during  the 
cooler  months,  for  dances,  basket  ball 
games,  card  parties  and  entertainments, 
also  some  amateur  boxing  exhibitions 
have  been  held  there.  During  the  win- 
ter, when  it  is  not  in  use  otherwise,  the 
various  basket  ball  teams  have  the 
right  to  use  it  for  practice.  At  present 
four  Marietta  teams  and  one  from  May- 
town  occupy  it  at  different  times. 

The  Girls’  Club  gave  a circus  there  in 
September,  which  will  doubtless  have 
to  be  repeated  at  some  time,  it  was 
such  a success.  It  was  lent  the  children 
for  both  their  entertainments,  and  the 
Girls’  Club  and  the  children  each  had  a 
Hallowe’en  masquerade  in  the  Com- 
munity GyrffJv 
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During  the  first  week  in  November 
the  ladies  of  Marietta,  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Mrs.  Henry  S.  Iliestand, 
held  a very  successful  Thrift  and  Rum- 
mage Sale  in  the  Gymnasium  for  the 
behefit  of  the  Building  Fund.  Mrs.  B. 
Frank  Hiestand,  Mrs.  George  Hiestand, 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Cornman,  Mrs.  J.  Nissley 
Brandt,  Mrs.  Mary  McCiosky,  Miss 
Gertrude  Mehaffey,  Mrs,  W.  W.  Wikel, 
Mrs.  Ben  Derr,  Miss  Margaret  Litch- 
field, Mrs.  George  P.  Cooper,  Mrs.  Jas. 
Duffy,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Mueller,  the  members 
of  the  Girls’  Club  and  many  others  gave 
their  time  and  work  unstintedly  and 
over  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  was 
netted  for  the  fund. 

The  directors  are  looking  forward  to 
the  time  when  the  debt  will  be  wiped 
out,  the  building  and  stage  absolutely 
finished  and  the  various  organizations  in 
town  will  be  able  to  have  the  use  of  the 
building  for  just  what  it  will  cost  to 
run  it. 

Grateful  thanks  are  again  tendered 
Mr.  John  McElroyfor  his  faithful,  loyal 
service  to  the  House  and  the  com- 
munity. No  amount  of  money  could 
pay  for  it.  We  can  only  hope  it  brings 
its  own  reward. 

The  Secretary  wants  to  thank  the 
President,  the  directors  and  all  who 
have  so  kindly  helped  in  the  work  of  the 
Community  House.
